In  my  last  auction  I  found  some  parties  bidding  by 
piece,  showing  they  had  not  read  these  instructions. 

I  have  printed  the  list  value  after  all  numbers  and  this  should  be 
your  guide  in  bidding.  The  prices  are  not  inflated  in  any  way,  as  can  be 
easily  ascertained  by  consulting  latest  standard  lists.  Parties  who  per¬ 
sist  in  sending  in  bids  that  are  a  third,  half  or  in  the  case  of  Unc.  and 
Proof  material  75%  of  list  prices  seldom  are  successful,  for  the  reason 
that  other  collectors  with  a  better  knowledge  of  what  coins  are  selling 
for,  bid  closer  to  list  prices.  Some  minor  coins  are  selling  at  full  list 
prices. 

On  the  last  auction  I  had  a  very  large  number  of  unlimited  bids 
from  parties  who  were  very  desirous  of  securing  certain  items  and  in 
all  cases  they  secured  the  items  at  very  fair  prices.  Your  confidence  will 
never  be  misused  in  such  cases,  no  matter  what  the  amount  involved. 

Estimates  will  not  be  necessary  in  this  and  future  lists.  But  a  know¬ 
ledge  of  values  is  very  important.  Every  collector  spending  real  money 
for  coins  should  have  the  new  Standard  catalogue  every  year  and  in  that 
way  keep  posted.  Recent  auctions  I  have  attended  Unc.  and  proof  coins 
were  selling  at  80  to  90%  of  list  prices  and  in  the  case  of  Proof  nickels 
and  some  other  items  full  list  prices.
